The Navy buys thousands of 
pounds of coffee a year, and a vast 
quantity of evaporated milk, which 
is used not only for coffee, of 
course, but also for cooking and 
occasionally as a beverage by it- 
self, 

The Navy buys an average of 
5,610,000 pounds of evaporated milk 
a year. It prefers evaporated milk 
for its purity, and the ease with 
which it may be kept and trans- 
ported, 


“The men like it better than 
other kinds of prepared milk,” ex- 
plained the chief petty © officer. 
“And it goes further and is more 
economical. On this little destroyer 
we use an average of twelve ole 
pound cans a day amoug one hun- 
dred men. 

Thé junior lieutenant, mentioned 
nine paragraphs back, said seven 
commissary officers on that one de- 
stroyer had been executed because 
they had allowed the ship to sail 
without a can opener.
